In every instance where reconsideration Is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An Interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.1 11 , 1 .135. (35 U.S. C. 132)

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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreennent was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's arguments regarding Lewis's one stage creation vs. the 
instant invention's two stage creation are persuasive. Therefore, the prior art rejection for claims 1-21 and 28-30 are 
withdrawn. Claim 22 would be allowable if rewritten to include the limitations of claim 23. Therefore, claims 23-24 are 
objected to as allowable subject matter. Furthemnore, the Examiner informed the applicant that claims 25-27 are 
possible double patenting with Ryan (U.S. 6,477,435). In addition, claims 25-27 do not clearly recite the two stage 
creation. Therefore, claims 25-27 will be rejected under double patenting.
